device to be adO&xed to document files or 
folders to enable them to be suspended 
vertically in filing "drawers or cabinets. 

In order that the invention may be 
U clearly understood, we have deposited 
with the Provisional SpecificatiQix a 
sheet of drawings illustrating the various 
parts of the device and the position in 
which it is to be affixed to the file or 
20 folder. , . , , , 

Fig. 1 shows the device as assembiea. 

Fig. 2 and 3 shopw suggested -^es of 
slides. 

Fig. 4 shows a suitable file, or folder 
8§ for ^^ch the device is designed. 

Fig* 5 shows the device when affixed to 
the file. 

Kg, 6 shows the. file or folder in hang- 

90 "deferring* to the drawing, ^Fig, 1, tiie 
body (a) of the device comprises a metal 
strip of suitable dimensions, the overall 
length of which is slightly less than that 
of tiie file The longitudinal edges of 

86 the said strip are turned over to form a 
continuous narrow channel (b) on each 
ride, as shown. These channels give 
rigidity tc the metal strip and provide 
slots to receive the metal slides (e) or 

40 (ej), shown in Figs. Z and S. 

These slides may be constructed of 
metal wire as shown at <te). Fig. 2, or 
flat metal strip as O&i), Fi^. 3, of a shape 
and size to permit of their entry eittCT 

46 into or under Ihe said channels. One end 
of the sHde is bent at 90" to form hook 
(h) Fig. 2 and 3. A slide is inserted igto 
each end of the metal strip (a) after 
which the steip is suitable dented (c) to 
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allow the slide to be partially withdrawn 50 
to a predetermined limit whilst pre- 
venting its complete removal. The slide 
(ej) is provided with a slot (f) through 
wmch the dent (c) is formed and which 
allows such limited withdrawal. 

The position of the device when affixed 
to the file is shown in Fig. 5, the device 
being secured to the inside of the back 
(ff) of the file id} by means of eyelets, 
rivets, staples, or the like. 

ThB invention is intended to be used in 
the following manner: — 

The two slides (e> or (eJ referred to 
will be withdrawn to their predetermined 
limits to provide a supporting hook (fi,) 
at each end of the file which will pro- 
ject a suitablie distance beyond the edge 
of the file. The file can then, be suspended 
vertically on metal rods or ba ra. suitably 
located in the filing drawer. When thus S9 
suspended the file will hang vertically as 
shown in Fig. 6 as its weight will be 
equally distributed along the Bne of sus- 
pension. The top of the file will ^us pre^ 
sent a fiat surface which may con- X5 
veniently ba used for indexing and will 
give full visibility. 

On removing the file from the drawer, 
the slides woiUd be pressed to tbe closed 
position and no part of the device would 80 
then protrude beyond tbe limits of the 
file. 

What we claim is : — 

1. A suspension device for attachment 

to document files or folders to permit of 85 
their vertical suspension in the drawers 
of filing cabinets or desks comprising a 
strip to be secured to the back of the filo 
and having channels in which slide 
retractable hooks at each end to act as 
supports. 

2. A suspension dcrrioe robigtantially as 
herein described with reference to and 
illustrated b^^the drawing accompany- 
ing tib.e provision specification.
